Based on the increased use of in- 
candesbent lights within the last two years 
it is safe to state that the demand for sixteen 
candle power lawps or their equivalont in the 
present year will reach 10,000,000. This 
meansa demand for 125,000 ounces of plati- 
num, worth at the present price over 82,000,. 
000, The supply is mostly drawn from mines 
in the Ural mountains of Russia. Platinuns 
isfound in the Saskatchewan in connection 
with gold, with which it is treqnentiy secur+ 
ed and sometimes adulterated. At present 
prices it would pay our miners tovive more 
attention to this increasingly valuable metal, 
not only a8 a matter of present profit, but 
also with a view to the possibility that 
although the fountain head of the gold has 
as vet eluded discovery, the platinum might 
lead to the source of both these now equally 
| precious metals,
